Motion 
carried. 

 Auditor Tammy Justice advised the Council that Greg Guerrettaz with FSG 
would like to meet with the council and all officeholders from 9 am to 4 pm 
on August 29, 2023, to discuss budgets.  The Council instructed Auditor 
Tammy Justice to reschedule their August 9, 2023, regular meeting to
